WHY CONTINUE THE FARCE? 


Since parliament has voted away its 
right to say how public money is to be 
spent on relief account, the members 
may about as well pack up and go home. 
If the Ministers are to be a law unto them- 
selves in that particular, they can surely 
be trusted to get along without the advice 
and direction of parliament in matters of 
less: im ce. 

For the members to go through the 
formality of solemnly pondering the esti- 
mates in detail, and debating such trifles 
as the salaries of lighthouse keepers and 
repairs to village post offices, will look 
rather foolish and be of small consequence 
after they have handed the key of the 
treasury to the Ministers and told them to 
spend what they think necessary on what 
purposes they deem wise. 


“SHANGHAIED*” 

Japan says it is willing to withdraw its 
troops from the Shanghai area,—to a line 
that would leave it in possession of the 
city and the territory five miles around. 
Perhaps the League of Nations’ investi- 
galine commission had something to do 
with this modest modification of the mili- 
tary plans. It is to be suspected that the 
mounting costs of the campaign and the 
assembling of Soviet troops along the 
norihern border of Manchuria had more to 
do with the coiicession. 

That the Chinese will make peace on 
that basis.is by no means probable. That 
they will call off the boycott against Jap- 
anese goods is still less likely. The 
hundreds of millions of Chinese bevond 
the reach of Japanese guns care little 
enough about Shanghai. Meantime the 
cost of maintaining an army of occupa- 
tion around the city and a fleet in the local 
waters is something to be considered, 
while the bandits in Manchuria have still 
to be squelched, and Japanese credit 
abroad is under heavy discount. 

What Japan seems to need now is a 
face-saving opportunity to get out of 
Shanghai and devote its attention to the 
troubles in Manchuria. 


TAXES AND TAXPAYERS 

Alderman Keillor directed the atten- 
tion of council to a matter of basic im- 
portance when he said taxes in Edmon- 
ton have reached a level that makes it 
cheaper for the resident to rent a house 
than own one. 

Whether that is literally true or not, 
it is clear enough that unless there is a 
halt to the increasing levies the induce- 
ment to buy or build homes will be des- 
troyed, and Edmonton will become more 
and more a city of tenants. People will not 
buy or build homes if they are convinced 
that should they do so the city will come 
down upon them every year for taxes 
equal to a fair rent. 

Accepting the principle that the 
tenant pays the taxes on the property he 
occupies, indirectly, the fact remains that 
he may not continue to do so. He may be 
here today and in some other city next 
week. The property-owner is anchored to 
the city. He cannot and will not sacrifice 
his property to go somewhere else unless 
the inducement of larger salary or better 
business prospects is exceptionally strong. 
And if he is to continue to own his home 
he must see that the taxes on it are paid. 

The weakness of Edmonton’s financial 
structure is that it has not a broad enough 
basis of home-owning residents. Civic 
policy should be deliberately and consist- 
ently aimed at making home-ownership 
attractive. To that end it is necessary that 
taxes be kept from climbing to figures 
thet tend to make people think it is 
cheaper or safer to rent than to buy or 
build homes for themselves.

Even supposing no assistance were se- 
cured from the Governments, and the cost 
had to be met out of the year's taxes, it 
would be infinitely better to spend the 
money that way than in handing out free 
meal tickets and orders for groceries; 
which will certainly have to be done if 
work is not provided. 

The unemployed are entitled to relief, 
and this will have to be extended. But the 
taxpayers are also entitled to something 
in return for their money; and with the 
return of spring it is up to council to see 
that they get this:

Thus the troubles 
Edmonton Symphony are not 
liar, But it is to the credit of 
the conductor, Frederick Holden-

Thus, remembering that they have 
carried on without material reward 
and recognizing the fact that some of 
the best concerts in the orchestra's 
history have been played this year, the 
hope is expressed that next year means 
will be found to enable the orchestra 
to go forward to greater triumphs than 
hitherto achieved. 

The “Surprise” symphony was 
played for the first time in this city. 
Composed in 1791, it still retains a 
vigor and charm.

Premier Brownlee to Sub- 
mit Plan to Forthcom- 


ing Parley 

Assumption by the Dominion gov- 
ernment of full responsibility for the 
relief of single unemployed will be 
most strenuously advocated at “— 
Dominion-previncial conference a 
Ottawa next Saturday, according to 
Premier 3. E. Brownlee, who will 
represent Alberta. 

In explanation of his representa- 
tions, the premier pointed out that 
responsibility for gathering these men 
into camps for education or vocational 
training purposes—dependent upon 


the type of policy ultimately adopted | 


would rest upon the Dominion, At 
the same time there would be charged 
back to the province a share of the 
cost, based on population, even 
though this would bear more heavily 
on some provinces than others. 

The premier’s statement was made 
in the legislature on Saturday during 
discussion on the motion to give 
second reading to the bill validating 
the agreement dated September 9 last 
drawn between the Dominion and the 
province dealing with unemployment 
relief. 


RECEIVED WIRE 

Continuing, the premier stated that 
he had received during the morning 
a telegram from Premier R. B. Bennett 
confirming a previous wire regarding 
the conference. He had replied that 
the date would be satisfactory to him 
and as a consequence he hoped that 


sessional business would be conphuded | 


by Tuesday night. 

The wire from Premier Bennett 
pointed out that questions to be dis- 
cussed would include estimated fin- 
ancial requirements of the provinces, 
payment of borrowings from the Dom- 
inion and estimated expenditures by 
the provinces and municipalities on 
unemployment relief. 

Replying to a question by Gordon 
Walker, U.F.A., Nanton-Claresholm, 
the Premier stated that if at all pos- 
sible the conference would discuss a 
scheme of returning single men to 
the Jand in order that they might earn 
their own living. 


PLAN NEEDED 

Some such plan was required to 
halt the practice of the men drifting 
from one point to another. It was 
such a feature as this that made it 
desirable for the Dominion to take 
over the whole scheme of relief for 
the single, charging a portion of the 
cost back to the province. 

C. Lionel Gibbs, Labor, Edmonton, 
asked what policy would be adopted 
by the government in the event of 
municipalities putting men to work on 
various relief projects. 

In reply, the Premier stated that 
until such time as he found out the 
course of action to be pursued by the 
Dominion, he did not care to commit 
himself. j
